‘Tue musical performance at this house, last night, commenced with 
Kent’s anthem, ‘ Hear my prayer,’ which was exceedingly well exe- 
cuted by Mrs. Atkinson and Miss Woodyatt. ‘This was followed by 
a scene from Alexander's Feast, and we never heard the manly tones 
of Phillips’s voice poured forth with finer effect than in the air, ‘ Re- 
venge! Timotheus cries.’ ‘The remainder of the first part consisted 
of a selection from Handel’s Serenata, dcis and Galatea, the most 
delicious morceaux of which were, ‘ Hush ye pretty,’ warbled by Miss 
Paton with exquisite delicacy and sweetness, and the flute obligato by 
Mr. Card was worthy of the vocalist; ‘ O ruddier than the cherry,’ 
given by Phillips in his best manner; ‘ Love sounds the alarm,’ in 
which Mr. Bennett gained much applause; and the charming trio, 
‘ ‘The flocks shall leave the mountain-,’ which was sung by Miss Pa- 
ton, Mr. Millar, and Mr. Phillips,’ in a style worthy the composition. 
At the end of the first part, De Beguis sang the scena, ‘ Amor per- 
che,’ with infinite humor, and was greatly applauded; and Mr. King 
performed a fantasia on the piano-forte with much spirit. 

The uoble overture to Guillaume Tell opened the second part, fol- 
lowed by a graceful and pleasing chorus; the overture was encored.— 
Phillips and Millar then sang en enchanting duet from thesame Opera, 
‘ Dove sail ;’—however, it did aot produce the effect we expected.— 
Miss Melton sang‘ The Tyrolien’ aad Mrs. G. Wood an Italian aria; 
there was an attempt to eucore Miss Melton, but it did not succeed. 
Mr. J.O Atkins proved himself a very efficient singer in Horsley’s

quisite feeling and expression, aud was acccompanied by Lindley with 
consummate skill. We have neither time nor space to point out the 
beauties of the third part, as that alone would have been an excellent 
bili of fare for a concert.—‘S_ he house was well attended.
